Knowiand has 
f;aid it will be considered by the 
Senate only if the House approves 
it first. House comm ittee hearings 
;pre likely to continue through this

Sen. M cCarran (D-Nev) has said

This m easure already has been 
compromised from the 240,000 ad- 
inissions in two years requested 
by Eisenhower, but M cCarran re­ 
m ains unsatisfied.

Producficn This Year 


D airy produ ction probably will 
be as high or higher this year 
than in 1952 says Frederick A. 
Hu ghes, 
extension 
economist 
at 
Ohio State University. 
Even thou gh dry weather, rigid 
cow cu lling and shifts to other en­ 
terprises or indu strial jobs by some 
dairy farm ers cou ld redu ce this 
year s milk su pply, Hu ghes says 
dairy farm ers shou ld assu m e there 
will be m ore dairy produ cts. 
There are at least three things 
individu al dairym en 
can do to 
m aintain net income even if total 
produ ction does go up. 
“ Feed cos s accou nt for abou t 50 
percent of the total cost of produ c­ 
ing 
m ilk.” 
Hu ghes 
points 
ou t, 
“ There is real opportu nity to cu t 
these costs by produ cing m ore good 
hay, silage and pastu re and by 
feeding 
less 
expensive 
grains.” 
More fertilizer and lime will add 
to dividends 
from 
this 
cheaper 
feed. 
Labor m akes u p abou t 30 per­ 
cent of milk produ ction costs. Dai­ 
ry farm ers can redu ce the hou rs 
of labor per cow\ Saved labor m ay 
be applied to a job that will pay 
more. It also cou ld be u sed to 
care for m ore cows. 
Investm ent costs are the third 
item efficient farm ers will check 
each year. Hu ghes says, “ These 
can be redu ced by produ cing m ore 
pou nds of milk with the sam e in­ 
vestm ent or facilities. The m erits 
of any fu tu re additional invest­ 
m ents shou ld be stu died rather tho­ 
rou ghly to be su re costs will not 
exceed retu rns.” 
The economist also advised farm ­ 
ers to get behind their cooperat­ 
ives. Cooperatives need su pport in 
moving milk to deficit areas, bar­ 
gaining for fair prices « nd adver- , 
tising milk. 


“ The stand of alfalfa and red 
clover w?as perfect,” he is q u oted 
by a national farm jou rnal. “Seed­ 
lings were stronger and I u sed only 
half as mu ch seed as I did before 
treating.** 
The farm magazine lists these 
other Eykam p practices, which he 
says help to take the “ chance” 
ou t of growing legu me seed: 
1. Eykam p u su ally cu ts the first 
crop for seed and m akes hay of the 
second cu tting. He says he can’t 
cou nt on enou gh rain in his area 
for a bu m per seed crop at second 
cu tting. 
2. He cu ts alfalfa at night. Less 
seed shatters with dew’ on plants. 
3. A “ roll u p” windrower behind 
a 7-foot mower deposits the le­ 
gu me. with seed tending to be on 
the inside. 
4. He pu lls a 55-gallon barrel 
mou nted on wheels over wnndrows 
so they compress and don’t blow 
or ru n. 
5. He cu res windrows two days,

Witn impressive alacrity, Ohio has started to

pay Ohio's fiv e-cent tax .

Salem Girl Finds Life On Farm 
In Norway Almost Like Home 


Norway , as seen throu gh the ey es 
of Miss Jean Stitle, dau ghter of 
Mr. a nd Mrs. Howard Stitle of the 
Ellsworth Rd., is passed on to Sa­ 
lem News readers in this first of 
a series of news stories from the 
Salem v icinity girl who is an In­ 
ternational Farm You th Ex change 
delegate from the United States. 
Miss Stitle, a Mahoning Cou nty 
delegate, will spend more than fou r 
months in Norway , liv ing with farm 
families. Her story follows: 
“Su nday afternoon in Hognestad, 
Norway , is really a day of rest. 
Ev en old Sigfried, the horse, is 
standing by the fence enjoy ing the 
su nshine. 
“Hognestad is a small town of 
100 people, iriclu ding a store and 
a railroad station located 20 miles 
sou th of Stav enger on the West 
Coast cf Norway . The land is qu ite 
different here than one wou ld ex ­ 
pect to find in Norway . It is rolling, 
and v ery similar to that ju st north

of Salem. 
“Howev er, the fields here are 
filled with stones (from small rocks 
to hu ge bou lders). In order to make 
farming possible, they hav e u sed 
these rocks to make stone fences 
which div ide all the fields and line 
the roadway s. They also hav e a 
| lot of peat here which they u se 
for fu el in winter. 
My host is Kristian Hognestad. 
Kristian’s farm has abou t 20 acres, 
which seems to be abou t av erage 
; for this part of Norway , bu t mu ch 
i larger than the av erage for Norway 
as a whole. Kristian milks 20 cows, 
has chickens and pigs, raises bar­ 
ley , oats, and potatoes. 
I came to Hogenstad ju st in time 
for the end of the hay ing season. 
Making hay in Norway is mu ch 
more difficu lt than it is in Ohio. 
The weather here is so damp that 
the hay does not dry on the grou nd. 
It mu st be hu ng on hay “heshes”. 
These are poles approx imately six 
feet high which are placed into 
the grou nd with fou r rows of wire 
stretched between. 
The poles are placed the fu ll 
length of the field and the hay is 
placed across the wires and left 
to dry . Kristian told me that the 
hay we brou ght in had been on 
heshes abou t 14 day s and they say 
that this is one of the warmest 
su mmers Norway has had in y ears. 
The top of the hay was dry almost 
to the point of looking like straw, 
bu t u nderneath it was still damp. 
We wou ld pu ll the hay from the 
heshes and then Kristian wou ld 
hau l the hay in on the tractor 
which was equ ipped with a bu ck- 
rake. The tractor is an English- 
made Fergu son. In Norway they 
make ev ery bit of hay possible. As 
we worked taking in the hay from 
the heshes, Achtil, a neighbor boy , 
took the horse and rake and con­ 
stantly went back and forth ov er 
the field to pick u p any stray piles 
of hay which were blown away by 
the wind. 
My coming to Hognestad mu st 
hav e been well annou nced, becau se 
on the first day , the children all 
came to the field to see the “Ameri­ 
can”. They soon learned my v oca­ 
bu lary in Norwegian was v ery 
limited. I cou ld ask them their 
names and cou ld u nderstand them 
when they asked me the time of 
day . 
My lack of Norwegian has not 


been a ha ndica p so fa r here o n the 
farm. Kristian, his sister, Marrit, 
a nd his brother, Rau ol, all speak 
some English. Ou r conv ersations 
are really qu ite odd—part English, 
part Norwegian and after abou t 
ev ery two words I grab for my poc­ 
ket dictionary . Marrit insists that 
| I'll be able to speak Norwegian 
by the end of Ju ly , bu t I hav e my 
dou bts. 
We did hav e a little trou ble with 
| the langu age while in Oslo, thou gh. 
Two different ev enings we went to 
restau rants where no one spoke 
English and of cou rse we cou ldn’t 
read the menu s. We tried the only 
method we knew to get 
so mething 
to eat—the “close y ou r ey es and 
point sy stem.” When both ev enings 
;in different restau rants we ended 
u p with potatoes, sau sage, and peas, 
we decided we better learn to read 
the menu if we intend to eat! 
It’s hard to pu t into words how 
it feels to be taken in as a mem­ 
ber of a family in a strange land. 
From the time I walked in the 
¡door and Marrit pu t her arm 
arou nd me and said “Welcome to 
‘Norway ” I’v e felt right at home. 
In fact, many times as we sit in 
'the ev ening play ing Canasta, or 
ju st talking, or on Su nday afternoon 
when we go swimming, it’s hard 
to believ e I’m not right back home 
in Ohio with people-i’v e known all 
my life.

THEY GIVE the tougher work­ 
ers a chance to use their muscles 
by organizing them 
into 
street 
fighting squads — and g e t t i n g 
them out on the streets in rough- 
house demonstrations. 
These are the squads which han­ 
dle the non - Communist workers 
who protest against the use of un­ 
ions for political purposes. T h e 
police 
never 
interfere, 
because 
they fear political reprisals. 
Any protesting worker is first 
brutally beaten, and then arrested 
by the police for disturbing t h e 
peace. Thus the Communists con­ 
trol the millions in the pro - So­ 
viet national labor federation, the 
CGT. 
The French employer is just as 
unwilling to battle the Commies as 
are the police. The French indus­ 
trialist firmly believes he is in for 
a short run. He believes the Rus­ 
sian Army will march in sooner 
or later. 


HE WANTS to make his profits 
new, invest them abroad where 
they can be used in exile, and 
personally make his peace with 
the local Communist leaders so 
that perhaps, come the revolution, 
he may not be executed if cap! 
tured before he can get himself 
abroad. 
Result is he pays some sort of 
“ social insurance,” you m i g h t 
call it, to the Communists’ unions 
and organizations. 
These 
industrialists 
have 
sur­ 
vived Vichy and German occupa­ 
tion and now feel that if they play 
it smart they can live through a 
Communist regime, until we res­ 
cue them or they get out to their 
foreign investments. 
So, throughout France, thousands 
of employers prefer dealing with 
Communist unions because they 
have no faith in France. 


COMMUNISTS ’ love it. 
T h e y 
work with these employers an d 
give them what they want — low 
wages and poor working condi­ 
tions, despite the glory talk to the 
workers in the shops. 
The Comn§ unists are interested 
only in holding control of strategic 
factories for “ der tag.” when they 
can seize plants on the eve of a 
Soviet invasion. 
Frequently these plants are shut 
down by political strikes just as 
rehearsal. The short - run indus­ 
trialist is annoyed, of course, but(
